British Stateaniamsbip-Iii- 
dian Famine- 



A gratifying and unmistakable proof 
of the beneficent direction given to 
British energy and statesmanship iii 
India is to he found in the final Re- 
port' on the famine of 1874. The lie- 
port is a record of results far more 
glorious than ever embellished the 
bulletins of Napoleon. The most sat- 
isfactory inference to he drawn from 
its pages is that, with fair warning and 
proper decision, famines in India 
need not to he tho terrible events in 
future that they have been in the past 
India has always within herself at 
some point an ample surplus to meet 
deficiencies in others. AH that is re- 
quired is the means of transport, and 
tho experience of last year shows that 
this is not the formidable matter at 
first supposed. Brunch railways lead- 
ing into the heart of distressed dis- 
tricts may bo improvised with remark- 
able rapidity, and where a trunk line 
lies contiguous to tho famine area only 
mismanagement or neglect need be 
" blamed .for such sufferings as tho 
Orissa famine produced Tho results 
of the noble efforts so successfully 
made by Lord Northbiook and his 
lieutenants to grapple with the famine 
■re brielly those:— Tho Government 
fed, during soreral months, from three 
to four and a half millions of people, 
half of whom would have perished but 
for tho relief afforded them. Tho rice 
purchased amounted to nearly 
500,000 tons, of which 100,000 
tons wcro not required. The 
North-West Provinces gave splendid 
.aid, having poured into tho distressed 
districts, 59(.),000 tons of grain in ad- 
dition to the Government supplies. 
Death from starvation was probably 
rarer than during an ordinary season; 
and, contrary to expectation, it is 
found that the aid so profusely ex- 
tended by the Government has not had 
tho effect of pauperising its recipients. 
A very considerable portion of the rice 
distributed will, ibis hoped, be re- 
covered, next harvest. What a dif- 
ference in the results of a famine un- 
der Warron Hastings and under Lord 
Northbiook! In 1769-70 a famine 
tery similar to that of last year ra 
! vaged the same districts snd swept, 
away millions. Bat, then, Hasting's 
lieutenants expended their energies in 
making fortunes as r'egraters and fore- 
illers, while Lord Xorthbrook's 
ve only won imperishable renown.

Tho "Spectator" contends that the 
Indian Government chose its own 
case, its own methods, and its own 
arbitrators, and it must acquicsco in 
tho result. Of the justice of this 
view, it adds, we fool certain, and the 
"Viceroy's reasoning, should he decide 
otherwise, must bo very powerful to 
Bhake our conviction that ihe restora- 
tion of the Guicowar. whatever its 
consequences, is not politic. If he is 
not restored, tho three native asses- 
sors, to begin with, are disgraced men, 
and wo can never again summon a 
native Prince to sit in judgment up- 
on his brotheren; while Holkar, the 
most astuto of Mahfattae, will bo ablo 
to ask with triumph whether was not 
wise. That nmy not matter; wo have 
risked the wrath of Mahratta Princess 
often enough before, but what does 
matter is the belief which will go forth 
among the natives that the Govern- 
ment of India will not abide by its 
own word, that its pledges, evon when 
voluntarily given, without compul- 
sion of any sort, are no guarantee for 
its inviolable fidelity. 

It is a curious fact that among all 
classes of Frenchmen just now there 
is a strong yearning for a Russian alli- 
ance. Times aro vastly changed whan 
people horo wont crazy for tho rights 
of Poland, and tho Emperor of Russia 
was described as "tho Northern ogre." 
People havo got it into their heads 
that Russia could help France against 
her erbfeind. Talk about the immin- 
ence of war is very general. Travel- 
lers from ytrasburg and tho Rhino- 
land talk of great preparations of 
"proviant-schubbers" being active in 
Baden and Wurtemburg, and tho tone 
of German papers is considered as 
ominously significant. There is; in 
addition, one fact which tho French 
cannot lose sight of, that tho Prus- 
sians at Meta aro in possession of a 
deboucho which enables two columns 
to march on to Paris without impedi- 
ment.

The Possible and the Im- 
possible. 



If people will follow will-o'-the- 
wisps, hug shadows, worship fancies 
and wail for the moon, it is not, per- 
haps, so much their fault as that of 
empirics or pretendors who sot them- 
selves up as public instructors .and 
mentors. But it" a family continue to 
raside in an unsafe building.or beneath 
tho shadow of an active volcano, de- 
ft )ite the warnings of those who ap- 
preciate and take the trouble to apprise 
' them of their dangor, we cannot see 
that if a sudden calamity overtakes 
them they would have any ono save 
- ,'themselv«3 to blame. Of course, there 
•would be sympathy expressed over 
their sad fate; bub the reflection 
tlrot they had scoffed at and disregard- 
ed the warnings of those who wished 
them well, would always rise upper- 
moat in the miild aud force bask the 
tears. The verdict of a West- 
ern jury summoned to "sit on'' 
the body of an unfortunate 
who lost his life in trying to place a 
gallon of spirits boneath his waistcoat, 
was "Served him right!" What will 
be the verdict of the future historian 
■who comes to "sit on" the Local Min- 
istry of the Province at this particular 
juncture and write his iinpnrtial opin- 
ion of the acts of our public men it 
is difficult to divine. Will he rate the 
teachers or the taught most roundly? 
Will ho declare that tho Ministry of 
the day or the people were most to 
blame for the disaster that has attend- 
ed every work of a public character un- 
dertaken in the Province by the pre- 
sent Ministry? The catalogue of blun- 
ders is a long one. Tuoro is plenty 
of work ahead for tho political coroner. 
The floors of tho political offices are 
littered with tho "dead" schemes of 
"Walkem & Co. Retrenchment, free 
grants of land, appeal to England, 
Lil&:id Railway, Dry Dock.

Of the many hundreds who responded 
to that invitation, how many received 
a single acre ? A year ago the coun- 
try rang with denunciations of Mr. 
Mackenzie for not commencing Rail- 
way work. An appeal to England was 
deomed necessary. After lying at the 
foot of tho Throne for eight months 
Mr. Walkem returned with a railway 
in his oarpet-bag, whore it will re- 
main forever if tho Local Ministry aro 
waited for to sot it in running order. 
Indeed, the only action that august 
body has taken thus far has been to de- 
lay tho commencement of tho road by 
declaring that the 'forms had not been 
altered, when ovory oae knew that 
ni03t important alterations had been 
made. Thon there is tho Dry Dock 
scheme.

Yale, who were instructed by their 
constituents not to vote for -tho Dry 
Dock if it was to be built with borrow- 
ed money. Certainly not. So the 
Ministerial sportsman trots out hiB 
gift-horce and lets fly at tho game and 
bags every one 1 Tnis sort of sport 
may answer tho purposes of tho Minis- 
ters. It has kept them in power 
three sessions; but it is scarcely 
fair to tho people of Esquimalt aud Vic- 
toria that their best interests rhould bo 
ueed as a btalking-'iorso for Ministerial 
hypocrisy and deception. Honoat states- 
men would soorn to place their salaries 
in the balance against tho prosecution of 
a work so important ait the D~y Docl In 
place of the impossible scheme which 
has disgraced the leginlation of three ses- 
sions and proved equally futilo, they 
would have riiked deficit by bringing 
down a comprehensive scheme which 
would hare involved the borrowing of 
8250,000 on the credit of tho revenues of 
the Province. If the Yalo mombors wish- 
ed to follow their instructions then let 
the Ministry "step down ai;J out." 
That course would have ben a a 
patriotic one. The Ministry would 
have shown that t.hoy preferred their 
country to office. They would have sa- 
crificed their situations but they would 
have preserved thoir honor. In place of 
attompting to pass an impossible scheme 
they would have had tho credit of trying 
to pass a possiblo ono. But as men do 
not expect to gather figs from thorns, so 
need they not expect patriotism from tuo 
present Ministry. That our rulers will 
make a feint of commencing the Dock to 
iufluonce the electors wo are prepared to 
believo; but if the people fail to see 
throtigb the trick and at tho first consti- 
tutional opportunity make examples 
of tho men who have so wantonly trilled 
with the best interests of the community, 
in this and many other respects, they 
will deserve wbeu the historical coroner 
comes to "sit on" them and their nets, 
and to trace the record of their ninny dis- 
appointments, a verdiot of ''Served 'em 
right!"

Eastern States. 

Chicago, May 12— A speoial from St. 
Louis says Byron Collins, oommoroial 
editor of tho bemocrat, who had been 
very active in unearthing the recent Pul- 
aski frauds, has rocoivod information 
that ho will be assasshmtod unloss he 
leaves town before Saturday. 

Louisville, K.y., May 12.— A Lexing- 
ton dispatch just roceived says John C. 
Breckenridgo is sinking rapidly and death 
may be expected any moment. A diffi- 
cult surgical operation was performed 
upon him vesterday by Dr. Hayes of 
Philadelphia and Dr. Savers of Now 
York, which it was hoped v>'ould afford 
him permanent, or at least temporary 
relief; but since morning ho has been 
failing. His physiciaus think his ill- 
ness is the result of a blow rocoivod from 
a fragment of shell during tho war. 

OoDENSBUKcm, N.Y., May 12.— A tor- 
nado struck tho village of port Coving- 
ton, Franklin County, this afternoon. 
Several buildings were demolished and 
many unroofed. The roof of the briok 
schoolhouso was toru off and the wallB 
blown down, causing tho death of a little 
girl and the injury of several scholars. 

Huntington, Pa., May 12— About 800 
men and women went to Fisher A: White- 
head's mines to day and compelled the 
miners to suspond operations, and then 
sacked their houses and appropriated tho 
valuables. The strikers have thrown off 
work and declare that all new men must 
and shall loavo that region. If tho men 
had resisted blood would huve been shed 
freely. Tho Sheriff had promised to be 
in attendance to guard the new men, but 
owing to so mo circumstance not fully ex- 
plained he did not come. The success 
of tho mob for the last two d»ya threatens 
to cause tho snsponaion of business. The 
minors propose to clean out the banks. 

Washington, May 12. — Nothing is 
known at tho Executive mansion of the 
reported resignation of Secretary Fish. 

Europe 

London, May 12— The Russian Gov- 
ernment has signed a convention with 
Japan by which the Japanoso part of the 
island of Saglutlien is given to Russia. 

Hendayb, May 12— Au exchange of 2. r )0 
prisoners has been effected between the 
Carlists and Alfonsoists. near Baroelona. 

London, May 18.-5:30 a. m.— Prince 
Bismarck has sent a telegraphio dispatch 
to the German Consul at Ilensani, in- 
structing him to tako charge of tho Bur- 
rivnrs of tho Schiller disaster. 

Tho steamship Wyomiug, from Now 
York, sailed with ono hundred Mormon 
converts from Wales. 

Beiilin. May 12 — Tho North German 
(?<u«W« say8: VVe can give assurance that 
the relation; of Germany and France 
havo at no time since tho war been more 
friendly and satisfactory than they now 
are, Provincial correspondence of an- 
other official journal declares that Ger 
many desires peace, and is able to rely on 
a union with a powerful neighbor to 
repress any possible foreign attempt aim- 
ing at lta disturbance. The Dexitche 
AlUgemeine Zeitung, which is considered 
a well informed journal, says the expedi- 
ency of mobilizing the Gorman army was 
seriously discussed hero during the visit 
of tho Emperor of Austria, as Austria and 
Italy do not at present soem inolinod to 
join Prance. The military affairs of Franco 
and Belgium, and the movements of the 
Ultramontranos aro still closely watched 
from the lines. There is a general re- 
cognition that Germany's temperate 
policy is tho best gunranton that an un- 
derstanding will bo effected and all fears 
dispelled. 

London, May 12— Arrived— Ship Lo- 
gion of Honor, from San Franoisoo.

Paris, May 12- In the A*semblj to- 
day M. G-uichard introduced a resolu- 
tion disapproving of the contrasts for 
carrying the mails made by tho Govern- 
ment with tho Trans- Atlantic Company. 
He moved the resolution to bo declared 
urgent and the Assembly agreed to the 
motion. It was stated on the part of tho 
French postal department that tho Gov- 
ernment would soon settle the question. 

Berlin, May 12— A crowd of women 
monaoed the old Catholic sohoolhonse in 
Konigsberg yesterday, declaring tliey 
would never allow their children to be- 
come Old Catholics. After much exoito 
mont Uio military were called out and 
tho streets cleared, which were full of 
spectators. Many persons were arrested. 

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

California- 

San Fbahoisoo, May 8 —Tho investi- 
gation of the circumstances attending 
the loss of tho Ventura, reoetlUy held by 
thenautioaj board, oonvenediu this city, 
has resulted in ft revocation of the li- 
cense of Captain Fake. The revocation 
ir, based upon alleged negligence in run- 
ning at such a r*to as 11J 9 knots per 
hour, end 80 near tho ooaot in a dense 
fog. The report says a lino from tho 
bonds to Santa Barbara Would naturally 
run much farther from the coast without 
increasing the distance. Even if the 
distance were slightly increased, the 
time would be about the same. There is 
no roason for hugging the coast when 
only Santa Barbara, San Pedro and San 
Diego aro to be touched at. Tho Ven- 
tura should havo boon IB or 20 miles 
from land in passing Point, Snr, instead 
of 1 or 6, aci'orning to tho captain's cal- 
culation, If there was variation in the 
compasses a liberal allowance could oaui- 
lyhatoboi r. made for it. In any event 
tho running of the stoamor on shore was 
j entirely unnecessary. 



THE MONEY ORDER SYSTEM. 

If an account published in tho 
"Times" is correct, tho Post-Office 
Money-Order system is unexpectedly 
unprofitable. Iu 1873 no less ithan 
£21,030,000 was remitted through tho 
Post Office, and a commission of 1 
per cent, was paid upon it all, yet 
that enormous business scarcely yield- 
ed any profit, and probably produced 
a loss. Tho Post Office ia now ac- 
cumulating tho "unclaimed" money, 
apparantly to form a sort of guaran- 
tee fund for itself. The "Times" sug- 
gests that there is loss on Colonial or- 
ders, as wo receive orders from the 
Colonies to pay about £500,000 a year, 
and only give orders for about £80,- 
000, the difference of commission go- 
ing to Colonial post-offices, and in- 
quires how the English offices with no 
money meet tho drafts on them. Are 
tho Government compelled to bo per- 
petually sending about money, or is 
tho clerk-work roally in excess of tho 
profit received? It is very difficult to 
bolievo that a private banking firm 
would not contrive somehow to make 
a profit out of an overturn of £21,000,- 
000 a year. 

TUB ENGLISH CARDINAL. 

The "Standard says:— "Thoy nre 
very much shocked in Germany that 
Englishmen should talk and write 
calmly, not to fcity indifforontly, con- 
cerning tho recent elevation of Cardi- 
nal Manning and his expected roturn 
amongst us. They cannot understand 
how it ia that wo are not highly indig- 
nant with the Pope, Cardinal Man- 
ning himself , and with our Roman 
Catholic fellow countrymon for what 
thoy stigmatiBo as a piece of intolera- 
ble impertinence. We, onj tho other 
hand, can hardly comprehend their 
touchiness. We think wo may safely 
assert that whilst tho enrolment of 
Dr. Manning among the members of 
tho Sacred College has given pleasure 
to the Englishmen who belong to his 
Church, thoro are no Englishmen who 
are annoyed, offended, or alarmed, or 
in any way unpleasantly affected by 
the incident. It pleases the Pope, and 
doubtless pleases Cardinal Manning, 
in spito of his prostostations of un- 
worthiness, and it does not hurt us. 
He thinks, or professes to think, that 
he is coming over to enact once more, 
on a larger scale, tho part of Augus- 
tine; whilst wo, for our part, feel auro 
he is going to do nothing of tho sort." 

TU« AMERICAN MIKISTBB. 

General Schenck has yielded to the 
request of tho Administratton, has 
withdrawn his resignation, and has 
consented to remain in England for 
two years longer, It was found im- 
possible to get any one worthy of tho 
post to accept it under the present cir- 
cumstances, and tho President nsked 
General Sohonck to remain as a favour 
to himself and to tho party. 

AGRICULTURAL LABOU HERS' BTIUKE. 

Nearly all tho agricultural labour- 
ers of tho Isle of Sbeppej have turn- 
ed out on strike, in consequence of 
their employers not acceding to .ire 
quost for more wages and shorter 
hours The men — m »st of whom have 
boon in receipt of from 10s to 18s a 
week — aro backed up by the Kent La- 
bourers' Union. The farmers havo 
held a meeting, and have resolved to 
maintain au opposition to tho demands 
at any cost. 

THE ENGLISH PIiaSDYrEFUANS. 

A hitch has occurred in tho nego" 
tiationsfor union between the English 
Presbyterians and the United Presby- 
terians in England. A basis of union 
bad been agreed to by tho negotiating 
parties last year, but tho General 
riynod of the U. P. Church, which 
m^ets in Edinburgh, declined to giro 
its sanction to immediate amalgama- 
tion. Disappointed but not disheart- 
ened, by this refusal, the English U- 
nionists held aoonforenoe at Liverpool 
and framed an amended scheme, on 
which they determined to ask the op- 
inion of their constituents through 
tho English Session and Presbyteries. 
A second Conference was hold in Lon- 
don this week to hear tho answers 
which had been returned. Tho Unit- 
ed Presbyterian Committee thought 
tho answer showed that tho feeling in 
favour of immediate union had been 
increased; but the English Presbyter- 
ians interpreted them as proving that 
the objecting minority had not been 
materially reduced, and reported that 
they felt "constrained to fall back up- 
on tho flohomo ot union as it was laid 
before tho Supremo Courts of both 
Churchos in May last." An appeal 
for fresh instructions to theso Supremo 
Courts has thus become necessary, and 
meanwhile tho negotiations will evi- 
dently have to bo suspended. 

THE B A RLKX-BBBB, 

"We're no vera fou, but we'ro (?aily 
yet," will ba the impression of natives pf 
Scotland on considering the following 
figures. Scotland spent last year fully 
seven millions on whUkej for her own 
consumption. At tiie sumo time it Ap- 
pears from the roturn of tho value of 
lands and heritages in Scotland present- 
ed last year to Parliament thnt the annual 
value of theso was £18,698,804, and that 
theso fipures represented — 1. Gross 
annual valuo of lands nnd heritages other 
th»n those contained in burgs of more 
than 20,000 inhabitants, £13.510,848; '2 
Gross annual value of lands and heritages 
in said burgs, £5,181,956 — together tunk 
ing, as above, £18,698,804, On contrast- 
ing Ihofio details, it appears that the 
people of Scotland now expend on 
whiskey alone more than one-half of the 
annual value of the lands and heritages 
which aro outside of the nino largo 
burghs in Scotland, and mo to by two 
millions a year than the whole value of 
theso as contained within these burghs. 

TH1£ KVItOOL'AL PASTORATE, 

A memorial has been addressed by the

Eunor-eisnot in a condition whioh 
promises a lasting peace- In Bussia there 
is widespread discontent atll { uncertain- 
ty. The social results of the emancipa- 
tion of tho serfs cannot J'ot ho predicted, 
and socialism is spreading rapidly among 
the working olasses, a nd the army, which 
is undergoing reorganization, is not yet 
in an effoctive condition. In Germany 
tho feeling that that empire rests on Bis- 
marck's ehouldors rollers the public 
mind uneasy as to fee consequences 
which will follow hU death. Austria is 
trying the experiment of gual govern- 
ment, and the success of the experiment. 
Denmark dreads nn.ittack from Germany 
and is troubled with a'^trugglo between 
tho peasantry and the landholders. Tur 
key is nearly bankrupt. Franco is with- 
out a pernianont government and burden- 
ed by the oost of a dostruottve war. 
Anarchy rules in Sp n in, and bolgium <e 
torn with religious htrife. Only in Italy 
aud England is there pfomiao of peace 
and prosperity. This almost universal 
discontent anil uneasiness, coupled with 
tho efforts of all nntious to bring their 
armies up to tho highest point of effici- 
ency, foreshadows tho uo rt r approach of 
war, and the very recognition of the fnct 
that war may break on' any day rendertt 
the confidence which 18 the necessary 
condition of prosperity all the rnoro im- 
possible.
